1 . Claims 20-35 are allowed.

Claims 20-35 are not disclosed or made obvious by the prior art of record, 

specifically in combination with the limitation of "the optical thickness of said layer 
separating the lower face from the upper face along an axis perpendicular to the 
direction of the grooves and parallel to the plane of the lower face varies as the 
superposition of a coupling grating whose pitch has a first spatial frequency and a 
second grating whose pitch has a second spatial frequency that is two times the first 
spatial frequency and which has a central spatial defect."
